A LUCKY HOUSE

Another big fire broke out in 
Jervois Street—Hong Kony’s China 
Town—this morning, and -damage 


_ to $40,000 worth of silk goods was 


reported ta have been done by 
water. 

This morning's conflagration was 
the second one in the same locality, 
in fact, only next door, within a 
week, But one astonishing feature 
of both fires was that the house in 
hetween the two involved eacaped 
uncharred. 

Origin in Kitchen’ 

The alarm was received by the 
Central Fire Brigade at 6.30 a.m., 
and three appliances were promptly 
despatched to the scene. On arri- 
val it was found that ‘house No. 
74 waa involved, the fite originat- ! 
ing from the kitchen in the first 


. floor. 


Owing to the inflammable ma- 
terial used in its construction, the 
flames had taken a strong hold on 
the building when the fire-fighters 
got there. A home call was made 
at 6.86 a.m. and in response another 
appliance from Wanchai, © one 
from Kennedy Town, and also the 


: fire escape were despatched,

Adjoining Buildings in Danger 

While it was taken for granted 
that the entire building Involved 
would be doomed, the fear was also 
entertained that adjoining houses 
might be imperilled. 

Nothing daunted, members of the 
Brigade worked like Trojans, Three 
motor pumps were brought into 
operation, while hoses were playad 
on the conflagration from all avail- 
able angles. : 

Brigade’s Good Work * 

The Brigade, in the' main, con- 
centrated on saving other houses, 
and after an hour's-work, they not 
only aiicceeded., . ‘in, this, but the 
con- 
cerned, which .it was at first 
thought was doomed, was saved. 

The ground floor was occupied 
by the Kwong Cheong Woo ailk 
goods shop, and it was reported that 
no les than a sum of $40,000 worth 
of silk gods had been damaged by 
The shop was insured for 
$80,000. 

The three upper floors were all 
gutted, and standing back to back 
with house No. 74—where the fire 
originated—was house No, 249, 
Queen’s Road West. The kitchen 
of this house was slightly damaged 
by fire. 

Horse-Shoe Brings Luck 

House No, 76 in Jervois Street is 
certainly a lucky house, and the 


-horse-shoe which is nailed on the 


front door is thought by supersti- 
tions folk to have a lot to do with 
it.

The thirty-second annual ordinary 
goncral meeting of tho Anglo-Slam 
Corporation, Ltd., was held at 5, St

MARKET 


LONDON BROKERS OPPOSE 
LIVERPOOL 


SLIDING SCALE OF VALUES 


Liverpool {fs about to re-establish 
its sugar futures market, suspended 
during the War, and arrangements’ 
are well advanced. The opening of, 
the Exchange involves the formation 
of two new companies, and the form- 
ing of these has been fully arrang- 
ed, 

One of the companies, to 
known, -in all probability, aa 
Liverpool Sugar Association, Ltd., 
will form and control the market, 
and contracts will be cleared and 
guaranteed by a second new com- 
pany, likely to be called the Liver. 
pool Sugar and General Produce 
Clearing House, Ltd. 

Buyer's Allowance 

Thero will be dally settlements, the 
‘contract will be a fixed ex-warchouse, 
Liverpool, contract, and the definite 
basls of raw cane sugar will also be 
tenderable with an allowance to the 
buyer, ‘such allowance being in ac- 
cordance with a sliding scale of sugar 
values. ’ 

There will also be a separate and 
distinct optional delivery. This sys- 
tem of options will cover not: only 
optional variations in the place of 
delivery, but also the optional tender-’ 
ing of preferential raw sugars, both 
Empire and home grown. 

\ Ex-Btore Contract. 

' An important point is .that the con- 
tract will be an ex-store contract for 
non-preferential cane or beet raw 
sugar, ond the only circumstances in 
which variations from the original 
definite specification are to be per- 
mitted is confined to a mutual ar- 
rangement on fixed Ines between 
seller and buyer, and made through 
the medium of the market. Thus 
no one trading on the market need 
concern himael€ with anything other 
than the prices of non-preferontial 
raw cane or raw beet sugar deliver- 
ed ex-public warehouses, _ Liverpbol, 
unless he desires to trade in the 
supplementary options market,

Two leading London firms of sugar 
brokers are associating thomselves 
with the project and are to opcn 
offices in Liverpool, and others, it is 
believed, will also take this course. | 

Expressions of approval have come 
from firms on the Continent, and sup- 
port from America is anticipated. 

Trading this Year? 

The necessary accommodation has 
been secured, and Mr. J. Lashe Fairrie,

EUROPEAN ALLEGED TO HAVE 
, STRUCK MEN WITH SPANNER. 
COUNTER-SUMMONS:  *. 

At the Kowloon Magistracy yea- 
terday, Mr. W. Schofield took evid- 
ence In a case in which Revenue 
Officer Tallon [a-aummoned for an 
alleged assault on two of. thre 
Chinese employees.of the Kowloon- 
Canton Railway; and in turn cross- 
summoned the railway men for the 
alleged unlawful posseaston of 
opium. ‘ 

R. O, Tallon was represented by 
Mr. L. R. Andrewes, Asststant 
Crown Solicitor, whilst Mr. F.C. B 
Rendall wns for the railway em- 
ployees. v5 

The-aumons against R. O. Tallon 
was taken first. It was explained 
by Mr. Rendall that one of the com. 
plainants, Sung Kam, was a rall- 
way driver of about 11 years’ ser- 
vice, while Leung Choi, one of the 
other two railway men both fire- 
men, had six or seven years’ service 
to his credit, 

* Driver Struck - 

On October 10, Sung Kam, Leung 
Choi, and the other firemen, Lau So, 
composed the crew “of down train 
No, 13 from Canton to Kowloon, It 
arrived here at 7.22 p.m. As soon 
as the train had stopped, the two 
firemen got off to go about their 
dutics underneath the engine, leav- 
ing the driver in the train, 

The cab was boarded by. a Euro- 
pean and a Chinese as soon 
as the firemen had got off. As the 
men were in muftl the driver asked 
who they were. There was no 
reply and the European started to 
search the engine cab, opening the 
tool box, ete. . : 

When the driver asked what he 
was searching for, the European, 
who was the defendant, struck the 
driver under the chin. The driver 
shouted and the fireman, Leung 
Choi, appeared. This man would 
say that he saw the European pick 
up a spanner and aim a blow at the 
driver's head. sate sel 

The driver dodged the blow. The 
spanner struck the steam gauge, 
and broke it, filling the cab with 
steam, The fireman feung Choi, 
who had been working under the 
enging, had a spanner in his hand, 
and it was alleged that when the 
European saw it he struck this man 
also.

BUNKERING "ARRANGEMENTS 
FOR COAL AND OIL 


FORT OF LOB}TO 

It is perhaps not generally known 
the extent and rapidity of the develop- 
ment that is taking place at the port 
of Lobito, in order to cope with the 
volume of shipping that is bound to 
follow on the completion of the Ben- 
guclia Railway, which is expected to 
take place in about cighteen months’ 
time. The construction of this rail- 


ri way has commenced over 20 yeara- ago, 


and in April last was completed as 
far as the Belgian Congo border; the 
Belgian section is now boing pushed 
forward with the object of ultimately 
connecting with the Rhodesian Rail- 
ways, opening up some of the largest 
copper-mining districts in the world, 

In addition to the eventual export 
of copper through Lobito a large gen- 
eral export trade is also bound to arise. 
To cope with this development a com- 
pany was formed, namely Companhia 
de Combustiveis do Lobito, Carbonang, 
with subsidiaries under the respective 
titles of Companhia Predial do Angola, 
and Companhia Industrial do Lobito, 
Manubito, with powerful financial 
backing. The parent company is 
, engaged in the development of the 
‘coal business, particularly the bunker- 
ing of steamers, and: has been in 
operation in this direction for the last 
two years. . 
Shore Depots, 

A stock of approximately 5,000 tons 
of coal fs always kept aftoat, and the 
company {sy now on the point of 
erecting a special mechanical appliance 
in order to handle = rapidly . big 


depot, which will result in excep- 
tionally quick despatch being given to 
vessels taking bunkers, and also 
colliers discharging. The plant afloat

UNION-CASTLE LINE’S 


BUILDING PLANS 


LLANGIBBY CASTLE TO TAKE 
THE WATER NEXT MONTH. 


EASTERN SERVICE 


London.—The building programma 
announced by the Union-Castle Line 
about two years ago is -now on the 
way to fulfilment. 

The “Ltongibby Castle,” which, like 
all' four of the now ships, is to be 
propelled by Diesel engines driving 
twin-screws, Is announced to make 
her first salling on December 6 from 
London. She is to go on to the East 
const route, maintaining, with the 
well-known  twin-serew “Llandaff 
Castle,” a two-monthly service to the 


Mediterranean, Red Sea and calling: 


at East coast ports to Durban and 
the Cape, returning up the West 
coast. Her tonnage is. apparently to 
be slightly in excess of that of the 
“Liandaf? Castle,” which is under 
11,000 tons gyoss register. The new 
ship may be n trifle over the 11,000 
ton mark. 

March, 1980, will see the advent 
of two more of the new ships, as 
the “Dunbar Castle,” a 10,000 ton 
nister of the “Llangibby Castle,” is 
to anil from Tilbury towards ‘the 
Cape on March 20. She, too, js to 
make the roun#-Africa voyage. But 
she will sail in the other direction, 
going out by the Istands and com- 
ing home via Suez. 

As regards the ‘two more import- 
ant ships, tho mail steamers, “Win- 
chester Castle’ and .“Warwick 
Castle,” also Diesel-engined vessels, 
of. about 20,000 tons ench, tho former 
is appointed, to take the ‘mail sailing 
from Southampton on March 28, 
1030, whilst her sister, the “Warwick 
Castle,” ‘wil! make her debut in July, 
1930. When the first of these im- 
proved “Carnarvon Castle” comes into 
service, the need for the retention of 
the “Kildonan Castle” as reserve ship 
will cease, hor place off Netley being 
presumably taken by the Saxon, 

It is interesting to note that tho 
“Gaika,” one of the famous twin- 
screw G's of the oki Union Com- 
pany’s intermediate ficet, was the 
last vessel except the “Saxon” which 
ever flew the old Union flag, and in- 
deed it is not sure that the “Saxon” 
herself cver ‘did s0, Sho was cer- 
tainly ordered. by _the old company. 
The amalgamation had taken place 
some time before she was delivered. 
Anyhow, she Is one of the finest ex- 
amples of a well-kept-up ship, which 
is os sound and speedy and comfort- 
able as the day she went on her 
trials: The “Gaikn"” was sold out of 
the service at the beginning of the 
present year, and so ended a very 
famous chapter in the history of 
steam navigation.

REFLOATING THE “EMPRESS OF 
CANADA” ° ’ 


UNDER HER 0 OWN STEAM 2 

With 700 tons of water in her 
after cargo holds 'and practically no- 
thing in her forward compartments 
as the result of a new strategy plan- 
ned by the salvage operators, the 
palatial C.P.R. Nner “Empress of 
Canada” this morning slid off the 
shelf of rock near Albert Head which 
has held in its grip for the last two 
days, says: the “Victoria Daily Times” 
on October 15. ‘The huge steamer 
was floated shortly after 10.90 o'clock 
after 43 hours’ continuous work by 
the salvors, Preparations for drilling 
and blasting formidable pinnacles of 
rock from underneath the liner's bow 
wore made just prior to the floating. 
Divers who went “down reported that 
she was in such a position that a 
Uttle extra pulling would bring her 
off. After getting into deep water 
once more the “Empress of Canada’’ 
was convoyed to the Royal Roads by 
the Pacific Salvage Company’s vessela 
“Salvage King” and “Salvage Queen” 
and the tug “Massett” and pumping 
out of her after holds was under- 
tnken. The afternoon the vessel 


proseded slowly to Esquimalt under |: 


er own steam. Sho will be drydock- 

ed at the new Government drydock 
for repairs, No definite estimate of 
the damage to the big liner has yet 
been made. Salvors stated her 
double bottom was badly holed for- 
ward and considerable work will have 
to be done along § several hundred 
feet of her hull. Throughout last 
night, in the glare of. scarchlights 
which played upon the big ship from 
all angles, the salvage men worked 
feverishly to have her ready by high 
tide for another  cffort after 
attempts flont her had fail- 
el. More cargo was taken out 
of- the forward holes, fucl off was 
pumped out in a steady stream and 
at the stern the pu mps of the salvage 
craft were kept busy throwing water 
Into the after holds. Her astern 
gradually sank and the bow lifted 
slightly. Diver Collins went down 
for a preliminary inspection be- 
fore the commencement of drill- 
ing and blasting ‘operations which 
it was expected would be necessary 
before the ship was released. Tho 
first dive brought to light the fact 
that the liner, through the efforts 
of the salvors had been shift- 
ed from the big ledge of rock 
which held her amidships. A kedge 
anchor -had been placed astern and a 
steady purchase’was maintained dur- 
ing the night on this chain in order 
that advantage might be taken of 
every swell and tide, When the div- 
er discovered the ship had been shift- 
ed-off the rocks amidships he also 
found her bow to be, in a cleft of 
rocks, and it appeared that o straight 
pull would take her off. The pur- 
chase on the stern chain was increas- 
ed and to the delight and relief of 
the salvage men, the “Empress” 
slowly backed off her rocky resting 
place while the jugs prepared to 
elp. The task had been accomplish- 
ed three hours before high tide and 
three hours before anyone had hop- 
ed it would be done. *

THE END OF"A TRA ‘A 


HE ites of tow two white men 
tried to cruise the waters of 
the South Seas in a crudely built 
natiye catamaran’ and probably 
went to their death In the attempt 
was related upon hia return to New 
York, by Gustav Davidson, the 
author, who lived for nearly a year 
among the natives of the Austral 
Archipelago in. the South Seas. 
Davidson's two expedition partners, 
who disappeared, were William B. 
Hargrave of Colfax, Washington, 
and Phineas E, Haskevitch of 
Paris. 

The author met his two associ- 
ates in Tahiti when he was plan- 
ning to leave there for the Austral 
group of islanda, Hargrave, a re- 
tired prospector who -had been a 
trait mate of Jack London in the 
and Haskevitch, a 
mineralogist, also expreased tha de- 
sire to inspect this section of South 
Seas Islands, so the trio decided -to 
join forces, 

“We lived among the natives for 
four months, garbed ‘like them in 
loin cloths and learning their 


‘| language, songs and traditions,” ? 


Davidson related. “Our phono- 
graph was the only modern note. 
The natives would ‘crowd- around 
and beg us to play it and thought 
jazz music the best. They would 
grin broadly and dance with as 
good sense’ of rhythm as any 
‘tango palace’ habitue.” 
Yielded to Impatience 

It was only when his white com: 
panions yielded to the’ Western 
trait of impatience that they ven- 
tured on that voyage from which 
they never returned, Davidson said, 

“They began to get bored with 
the native existence and wanted to 
return to Tahiti by way of Tabuai,” 
the author recounted. 

“They had the natives begin the 
copeevetion of a 24 - foot 

aran, which is a crude affair 

of two hollowed ‘out logs and cover- 
ed with plank. The natives and I 
tried to dissuade them, believing 
that: the craft would de too unsafe 
for such o long trip. I was un- 
willing to trust my- Ufe int, 
especially since nefther was a skill- 
ed navigator and they had only a 
compass to guide them... | -.

“When I came Into Tahiti the 
natives were so astounded that thoy 
gave me the name which, tranalat- 
ed, means “Man from ‘the Bottom 
of the Sea,’ he sald, 

Davidson had entrusted the 
manuscripts he had completed 
while on various islands.of the 
South Seas to his two companions, 
believing they would reach Tahiti 
before he did.. These were lost, 
although he had duplicates of some 
and notes on others which he will 
use as a basis for articles and short 
stories. 

Davidson has written several 
books, Including "Thirst of the 
Antelope” and “Melmouth the 
Wanderer.” He is.an alumnus of ~ 
Columbia University.

IMPROVING CANTON 


Contract ‘Signed For 
Suspension Bridge 


Canton, Yesterday. 
As previously reported, Canton is 4 
to have & suspension bridge from 
the Bund at the end of Wei Sun 
Maloo across the Pearl River to 
Honam Island. It. is now learned 


|that'a contract for the construc- 


tion of the bridge was signed 
between the Canton Municipality 
and Messrs, Andersen, Meyer and 
Co. on October 12, at.a cost of 
$1,036,000 of which bargain money 
of $50,000 has already been pafd by 
the City. 

The bridge is, to be completed 
within 21 months from date. of 
contract, the work to start within 
one month thereof. The company 
has already ; Shipped here from 
Tientsin and“Shanghai over ten 
tons of equipment, machinery and 
materials, ‘and it ts stipulated that 
the company is to supply all the 
steel work and machinery, while 
Messrs. MacDonell ‘and Gorman, 
American engineers, attend to the 
engineering part of the work. 

30 Years Guarantee 


It is understood that the design 
of the bridge follows the American 
standard designs, and that the 
structure carries a guarantees of 
30 years from the company. : 

The, length of the bridge is to 
be about 600 ft. consisting of two. 
approach spans, each being 220 ft. 
long, and movable apans compris- 
ed of leaves 160 ft. long,. P 

The width of the bridge is to be 
G0 ft. with a roadway in the 
centre of 40 ft. while there will be 
a clear footpath on each aslde of 
WO ft wife of which a space of 5 
ft. {s for pedestrians and 6 ft. for 
ricshas. 

The weight of structural steel 
for the bridge will be 1,700 tons, 
and cast iron and re-enforced steel
